In tho Ffrom the lipa ol distinguished 
Oor'no result, it would soem, has not 
i Mil muoh to the self-denying cliarno- 
, of Christianity. Ou the coutrary it 
did appear that the general abasement was 
not so much on account of tho consciousness 
Of ein, as because beof was rising in price. 
It was pretty oonclusively shown that the 
poor were scarcely affected by tho cattle 
plaguo — that they raroly or nover had ibe 
pleasure of eating bcel — and that Iho only 
olass the calamity could affect was the olass 
very well able to bear it, with tho exception 
probably of a few poor farmers who would 
have beeu more readily relieved by u 
sub-'oription than by a day of humili- 
ation. At all ovents it has been gene- 
rally considered that iho action takon 
by the Bishops has tended moro towards de- 
stroying the sacred character of prayer than 
towards imbuing tho peoplo with a feeling of 
humility. The Spectator calls tho pulpit 
offerings " demoralizing ptayors," and asks 
pertinently enough — " Is not the suffering of 
the small class ruined or injured by this 
plague a drop in iho ocean to tho normal 
and regular suffering of a largo class at the 
base of English society, who have nover 
known what it is like to possess a cow, muoh 
leas to lose one 1 If wo are to humiliate 
ourselves, and feel bowed down in heart be- 
cause a few thousand farmers, graziers, and 
drovers, are suffering bitterly, what are we lo 
Bay to tho chronic misery of our paupers, to 
tho deop-dyed chronio sins of every great 
oily and every agricultural parish ? We 
have no humiliation days for these — none for 
hurricanes which make thousands into widows 
and orphans in sn hour — and yet wo make 
tbiB small pecuniary calamity aspecial subje^l 
for humiliation and prayer." 

Many of tho clergy brought up tho old 
doctrine of "judgments," and went so far as 
to attribute the cattle plague to some special 
sins committed by tho peoplo. The Dean ol 
Westminster, however, rebuked this bar- 
barism in a Citing manner. " Tho nation? 
of Europo," he said, " on whom this cattle 
plague has fallen are not to be thought on 
that account sinners abovo tho reat of Eu- 
ropo ; tho counties of England and Scotland 
which have suffered most from this grievous 
pestilence are not theroforo sinners above 
the reat of Great Britain ; the individuals on 
whom it has fallen with greatest severity are 
not therefore greater sinners than thoso who 
havo altogether escnped.'' And the Bishop 
of London, in tho samo spirit, took for his 

text " Or those eighteen on whom the tower 

of Siloarn fell and slow them, think ye that 
they wore sinners abovo all men that dwolt 
in Jerusalem? I tell you nay." It rested, 
however, for a Worcestershire clergyman — a 
Mr. Crauford— to bestow the most scathing 
rebuke on " (ho day of humiliation" advo- 
cates"— Bishops and all. Alter picturing 
tho object of truo humiliation, ho says — 
" Shall lliey use Ibe holy office ot prayer for 
what ? To pray for growth in grace, for 
nearer conformity to tho imago of tho Ko- 
deoraer hero in saintly suffering and self- 
denial, hereafter in eternal glory— for ampler 
participation in the Bread which cometli 
down from heaven, that wo may cat thercul 
and not die? No! But to pray to their 
Heavenly Fullior that He will bo graciously 
pleased to spare Iho live.' of their fellow- 
crecUures (for Iho same Uod raudo us both), 
not to roliove tho sufferings of these poor 
bcasls, for those suflerings the fraincrs of our 
prayer seom to regard ns boneatli their 
notico— but that Uod tfill bo pleased to 
spare their lives, that upon their bodies 
our carnivorous nppolite may bo more 
fully gorged— that He will oondescend more 
abundantly to supply tho shambles, and 
suffer not tho viotims of the polc-<ue lo do- 
crease ! Such spiritual prayors will doubt- 
less bo matched, in due season, by equally 
spiritual thanksgivings ! Whan tho disease 
has rati its destined course, and our cattle 
onco more abound, I suppose men heedless 
of God's greater r.iorcies— heedless, com- 
paratively ut least ol the means of grace, and 
of the hope of glory, will OBSemblo once more 
to thank Him that Ho 1ms given them their 
hoaits' desire — that, meal being once moro 
abundant, they nro not disappointed of their 
hut; and their psalm of thanksgiving, no 
doubt will bo to tho tuno of 1 0, the Roast 
Bttf oj Old Enyhvul' Como not into their 
Assembly, my soul! If, indeed, wo wero 
Buffering such horrora os ono reads of as oc- 
curring in an Irish or an Indian fnmine 

jf thousands woro perishing around us 

in tho direst extremities of hunger, then, 
doubtless thero would bo Dignus vindic$ 
nodus, and we might well bumble ouraelvee 
under the mighty hand ol God, and beseech 
Htm to sustain tho lives which, lor high and 
holy purposes, He had given. But what is 
tho fact? Thero is likely to bo a scarcity ol 
beef and are we— we, who protend to nolf- 
denying, holy, Christian inen-aro wo such 
mero Beefeaters as to mako this n subject ol 
solemn prayer and humiliation before God? 
Why really (iho weaker hrolhren may think 
what I am about to say unseemly in this 
.acred place, but I doam nothing unseemly 



which best oxpreBses the oonlimenlH I feel it 
my duly to convoy to you), really all this 
unmiliation about uiv/'puts me in mind of a 
horrible caso of destitution recorded in u well 
known periodical, and illustrated by the 
figure of an aldormuu begging. On his 
portly porsun is displayed a plucuid, inscribed 
with tho touching talo of his distress— 1 have 
not lasted turtle these three days-' " 

It Is astonishing ■what mockories and what 
shams slill disport themselves in high placos. 
and how iho caithly desires of men are laid 
by some clerical hands on tho footstool of tho 
Creator. Bui probably the worst feature in 
this day of humiliation is tho gross ignorance 
or hypocrisy of men attributing, as n sort ol 
''special dispensation," an event just as 
natural in its way as the falling of rain. The 
ignorunco of Iho past pul down every scourge 
to tho wickedness of man, and tried lo dis- 
sipate it by prayor ; the enlighlenmont of the 
present sees n cause for most calumilios, and 
instond of crying to Jupiter endeavors to re- 
move Ihe evil. If cholera or fever threatens, 
tho wise men and the good men instead of 
prajing iu u.ert the calamity, attend to 
nature's laws and look carefully ufter tho 
sanitary regulations. II tho cuuso of tho 
catllo plaguo and its euro are still vnaptin 
obscurity that only argues an imporfeot 
knowledge ol iho disease— just as might havo 
beon evinced at one time of small-pox. But 
soionco will soon unravol tho mystery, and 
the cattlo plaguo will ooaso to call for on* 
pecial humiliations. Nobody Ihinks now of 
praying for rain, or for heat or for cold, bo- 
eauee it is known that the natural laws havo 
given each a place which cannot bo set aside. 
It may well bo said, therefore, that this 
prayer against a rise in beef " is just as ob- 
jcclionablo ns a prayor ugainst a fall in the 
funds, 1 ' and as demoralizing " as that of a 
man who ahould pray for tho odd trick at 
whist." Nothing oan be more detrimental 
to Iruo roligion than this fastening super- 
stition to tho observance of publio worship 
Tho mischief is not even confined to religion 
— it tend.-!, by attempting to shift responsi- 
bilities, which ought lo rest on man, to the 
Creator, to dostroy a nation's sell-reliance, 
and to retard tho progress of scientific in- 
vestigation; It does even more — it accepts 
povorly and crime and wretohodness as 
things over which man has no control — evils 
for which Iho Government of tho country nro 
not in the slightest degroo accountable — and 
belioves that tho duty of evory pious person 
in this respect is performed when ho prays 
tbat tho pains of destitution may bo alleviuled. 
Wo would bo very sorry, as wo would bo 
wrong, to aay that this system of theology >iij 
maintained by all ministers of religion ; for 
wo know some of the most cnlightenod and 
a:tivo workers in the cause of moral and 
physical reform in Groat Britain are preachers 
of the Gospel; but it is a lamentable fact 
nevertheless tbat the fallacies to which we 
havo drawn atlon lion aro shared in by no 
insignificant class of the clerical body in the 
mother couutry.

War Imminent between Austria 
and Italy. 

GLADSTONE'S BUDGET. 



New York, Stay 17— Tho Tribune's Flo- 
rence correspondent, uudor date of April 30, 
opens his letter thus : "Within a fortnight 
we shall bo involved in war. The abandoned 
fortress of Cremona is being fortified in haste, 
a fleet concentrated, and all soldiers on fur- 
lough recalled — even the reserve of classes 
1864-5-6. All the official papers Gte the 
Italian heart. Generals La Marmora, Pet- 
tingo, and Petti assembled in military council; 
everybody propares for war, still they try to 
shift the responsibility npoa tho Aiuliian 
armaments. The fact is Napoloon is a gieat 
wire puller, who first pushed Bismarck, and 
now pushes La Marmora ; ao that Austria 
cannot avoid war." 

New York, 17 — Tho following was re- 
ceived by tho Juro : 

In the House of Commons Gladstone read 
his annual financial statement for the ensuing 
year, estimating tho expenditure at £60,225,000 
and the revenue at £G7,f)75,000, leaving a 
surplus ol £1,350,000. Gladstone in referring 
to tho American debt said " I must confess 
I think tho future ot America, so far as 
finance is concerned, >, ill not bo attended 
with any embarrassment. t do not believe 
her debt will constitute any difficulty lor the 
American pcoplo, In moderato timo it will 
be brought within a small limit. It may 
even within the time of persons now living 
bo liquidated. Although at this moment 
America has a war taxation, tho amount of 
lovenue will not bo loss I npprohem] than 
80,000,000 British money, tho largest sum 
over raised in any country for purposes of 
centra! government." 

The Vienna correspondent of tho Paris 
Patrie says that Austria is placing'herself in 
a stuto of compltite delenco. Troops are ar- 
riving from all points including Peschiera 
and Legnanp. Tho militnry authorities are 
stirring, more especially in the fortresses ol 
Verona and Mantua. Tho nrtillety ol Verona 
consists of more than 500 cannon in battery, 
besides spare guns at all main points between 
Verona and Mantua. Tho Anstrians have 
erected redoubts and it trenchments which 
will bo strongly filled. The quadrilateral is, 
therefore, an immense intrenched camp where 
all the advantages will bo on tho sido of do- 
fence, Napoleon has mad-; an exposition of 
the position of France towards Italy and the 
contending German powers to the French 
Corps Legialutif, through M, Rouher, Minister 
of State. It is terse und decisive, declaring 
in favor of a pacific policy, honest neutrality, 
and entire freedom of action for the empire. 
Italy, iho Emporor says, is lroa to c'.iuoso her 
own course, but like Austria must take on 
herself alone all the risks of war.

Montreal, M_y 18 — Tho sloamer Lyon on 
her trial trip yesterday afternoon exploded 
her boilers, two miles below Montreal.

Walker and Caleb Cashing, both of whom 
havo pronounced it regularly mado, full in 
power, and altogether valid. 

Washington, May 19 — As tho contract for 
tho colonization of Lower California seems 
to he misunderstood, it may bo of interest to 
state from official data that Jacob P. Loose, 
with tho endorsement of the local authorities, 
made a contract with tho Mexican Govern- 
ment for tho colonization of parts of Lower 
California. Ho was to receive land at tariff 
prices, and to advance certain stuns of money 
nnd mon which it was agreed should he paid. 
This was paid, Romero, Iho Mexican Agent, 
therefore, linn sold souio vacant lands, but 
not tho sovereignty of tho country. Tho 
provisions of the continct ato besides very 
advantugoous to Mexico:

A HINT TO THE RBVISORS. 

To the Editor of the British Colonist 
— Sir,— With all its imperfections, and they 
are not a lew, the Keal Estate Tax Act eon- 
tains a principle which, if acted upon by 
the Revisers, will go far to Ioksoii the mone- 
tary pressure so keenly folt jnst now by nil 
olassys except Government officials.

insufficient, and then a wholesome lesson is 
taught to the powers that bo. 

Now, what are tho facts ? The Governor 
locks up tho Crown lands, nud the key rusts 
in his pocket, as a punishment to tho col- 
onists becuuse they will not undertake to pay 
a civil list out of all proportion to tho popu- 
lation and circumstances ol this small place. 
Settlement ol tho country is discontinued, no 
land sale3 uro effected, and the fund upon 
which tho Governor and Colonial Secretary 
have hitherto relied lor their salaries this 
year is certain to fall short; nnd the Trea- 
surer gravely informs tho public '' that the 
genera! revenue must be charged with the 
annual salaries payable out of the lands, in 
tho event ol tho Crown revenue being in ■ 
sufficient." 

The Revisors of former years apparently 
thought that they would best dischargo the 
duties of their office by levying tho heaviest 
tax that it wus possihlo lor euch properly 
owner to pay without actual insolvency — a 
couiso which has greatly contributed to the 
existing vast reduction in ihovukio of pro- 
perty, has stopped building and improve- 
ment, nnd so impoverished tho owner as 
seriously to diminish his capability of em- 
ploying labor. Tho law on tho contrary 
evidently intended that the Revisors should 
stand hutween the Government and the peo- 
ple, and ehould pruvont opposition or in- 
juatioo by ascertaining and affixing tho 
market value iu all doubtful cases. 

Ol the Assoasor I say nothing uncharitable ; 
ho duos ihu host ho cun for his employers. 
Why blauio him if ho dives his hand as 
deeply into your pocket and mine as the 
Revisors allow ! So numerous have been 
tho instances tho past year of residents com- 
pelled to sell out, that in most cases on this 
occasion thero will bj little difficulty in ar- 
riving at a market voluo, 

In England a number of years purchase of 
the rental, depending on the ruling rale of 
intcrcnt, is tho criterion adopted. On this 
principle, as interest rules here, Irom ono lo 
one and n-lialf per cent, per month, the nunv 
bcr of years purohaio ol tho rental should 
vary from t% to fij,<. 

As n coioilnry it is eloar that inasmuch as 
unproductive improvements have no market 
value, lliey are therefore by the Act 0/1880 not 
liable to taxation. Taku lor instance a lot 
with a building upon it, which cannot bu 
let, tho lot should bu assessed separately at 
its market value, but thu building not at all. 
To do so is simply to punish the enterprising 
improvor for erecting a building whioh ut 



Yesterday, at noon, a well-attended moot- 
ing ol merchants and others interested in tho 
Atlantic telegraph was hold at Liverpool for 
tho purpose of hearing explanations from 
Mr. Cyrus Fiold, Captain Anderson, Mr. 
Cunning, and Mr. Varloy, as lo tho present 
position nud prospeots of tho undertaking. 
Mr. Fiold was voted lo tho chair, nnd ho ox- 
plained the oireuinslances under which tho 
enterprise had been handed over by tho At- 
lutitio Telegraph Company to tbo Anglo- 
American Telegraph Compnuy, which is now 
subsctibing £600.000 lor the purpose of lay- 
ing tho new cablo und completing tho old 
one. Ho explained that this course was im- 
perative to insure tho currying out of tho 
project during Ihe ensuing summer, in oon- 
saquenoo ol the decision of tho Attorney- 
General that the Atlunlio Telegraph Com- 
pany had no power to issuo 1_ per cent, 
preference ahnros. The new company would 
be answerable for tho successful laying of 
tho cable, und would thon have a claim to a 
certain amount on the profits of tho under- 
taking, If any shareholder thought ill is un« 
just, of course ho wiib welcome to take as 
many shares us he liked in tho new company 
Mr. Conning then gave u. short account of tho 
experiences gained, and tho improvements 
effected in tho machinery. Ho had not the 
slightest fear but thut in their next effort 
they would be quite successful, not only in 
laying iho now lino, but in recovering and 
completing tho ono partially laid last sum- 
mer. Captain Anderson said they were 
propored to anticipate oven worse difficulties 
thun any yet mot, and no difficulty had been 
suggested which they were not fully pre« 
parul to meet and overcome. Ho had tho 
fullest confidence in thj Great Eastern. Mr. 
Vurley, tho electrician, entered more fully 
into Iho detnils of the project, and showed 
tho advantages which the now cablo would 
possess o»er the old one, in having a greater 
breaking striin. Ho also showed that with 
improved apparatus tho tecovory of the old 
cubic nnd its completion would bu u work of 
very liitlo difficulty, and of almost certain 
success. As to the earnings ho showed that 
tho Persian Gulf cable earned nearly .CI 00,000 
a year, and that with bad management and 
gieat delays; with the Atlantic cablo, and 
the improved instruments for the transmission 
of messages, which were extremely sensitivo 
and delicate, ho believed it would be no ex- 
aggeration to say that at tho proposed rate of 
charges it would bo quite able to remit mes- 
sages at a ppeed which would earn a million 
pounds per iinnum. Iu the course uf his re- 
marks, he explained the manner in which 
tho splicings or joiuings of the cables are 
formed. So delicate, said he, were the tests 
employed that it wus often found that the 
slate of au operator's nerves or skin seriously 
affected the work ; and it hud often hnppened 
that when a man had been living freely the 
previous day li i h wotk in Bpiicing failed to 
pass tho test, and was rejected. In answer 
to questions, Mr. Canning and Mr. Varley 
explained that Iho state ol the cablo nt tho 
bottom ol tho Atlantic up to Iho point where 
it parted was as perfect now as tho day it 
was laid, Mr. Vurley also staled that tho 
first cablo laid was destroyed by the im- 
mense power required, owing to the imper- 
fect instruments and probablo defective in- 
sulation to remit words at a rapid rate. As 
high o power as 5 000 cells to ono battery 
had been then employed ; but with tho last 
cublo an order had been mado that no 
greater power than 20 cells should bo used, 
and it wos quite possible to obtain with the 
improved instruments a rate of fivo or six 
words a minute, with a power of only a 
single cell. A gentleman remarked that 
thero was a letter in The Times, signed by 
an enginuof, and apparently a man of some 
nnta, but he could not recollect his name,
